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FAMILY WELCOME NOT GUILTY VERDICT IN MANSLAUGHTER TRIAL

THE family of a man who was found not 
guilty of killing his mother have welcomed 
the verdict, saying: “It should never have 
got this far”. 

Mark Jennens, aged 40, was on Monday 
cleared of the manslaughter of his 78-year- 
old mother Hazel. 

Mr Jennens had picked her up by the 
arms at their home in Sorrel Walk, Brier- 
ley Hill, on Christmas Eve, 2015, following 
a row over the potatoes, before she fell to 
the ground and broke her hip as he frog¬ 
marched her to the door. 

But when she died at Russells Hall Hospi¬ 
tal on January 20, 2016, from bronchopneu¬ 
monia, Mr Jennens was charged with her 
manslaughter. A trial took place at Wolver¬ 


hampton Crown Court last week where the 
prosecution put forward that the attack was 
the substantial cause his mother’s death. 

But after less than an hour and half of 
deliberation a jury found Mr Jennens not 
guilty. 

Tears 

He said afterwards: “It was never the 
thought of prison that bothered me it was 
the stigma of being the man that killed his 
own mother.” 

There were tears of joy from his family 
in the public gallery who had stuck by him 
throughout the criminal investigation. 

Mr Jennens’ sister Dawn said after the 
verdict: “The whole family have stuck by 


Mark. There was no public interest in this 
case, it was only going to hurt the family.” 

Another sister, Tracey, said: “It should 
never have got this far. There is no blame 
for Mark, he is as gentle as a lamb.” 

The court had heard that for more than 
10 years Mr Jennens had cared for his 
mother, who suffered from lung cancer and 
emphysema. 

He had suffered a breakdown in 2015 and 
sought help from social services to care for 
Hazel, who he said was a ‘difficult’ woman 
who could be ‘evil’ towards him. But she 
had refused external support. 

On the day of the incident Mr Jennens 
admitted assaulting his mother following a 
row about Christmas dinner. 


Woman overstayed visa by 20 years and gave false name 


ASYLUM SEEKER 
BENEFIT FRAUD 


A GAMBIAN woman who came to this country under a 
false name on a six-month visitor visa more than 20 years 
ago has illegally pocketed more than £70,000 of benefits. 


A judge heard that Ramou Jarjusey started calling herself Ndow Ro- 
hey Njie and arrived in the UK in 1996 without permission to work or 
to claim state benefits, during what was supposed to be a short stay 
Nine years later she started claiming working tax credit using her alias. Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told that she also collected child tax credit. 

The Dudley resident reportedly has a grown up child living in Gambia and has given 
birth to two children since her arrival in 


England. 

Jarjusey created a web of deceit using 
different names and four dates of birth to 
illegally accrue £70,696 in benefits between 
October 2005 to April 2015. 

Miss Caroline Harris, prosecuting, said: 
“She has never been entitled to claim bene¬ 
fits because of her lack of truth about iden¬ 
tity and immigration status.” 

Deportation 

Tax credit paid to the defendant under 
the name of Njie was terminated on April 
5, 2015, after officials received information 
that the person of that name had moved to 
Denmark. Three months later she applied 
for the same benefits using her real name 
and was given a new National Insurance 
number. 

Jarjusey, now 54, also had an asylum 
application rejected but was granted con¬ 
ditional leave to remain and work in this 
country until November, when she faces

possible deportation. She was arrested in 
February this year and initially denied the 
fraud but on May 2 told investigators: ‘I 
want to confess.’ 

Mr Henry Skudra, defending, said: “Given 
the complexity of the asylum proceedings 
she is not entirely sure of the chronology.” 

Jarjusey, who lives in The Farthings, 
Dudley, pleaded guilty to fraudulently ob¬ 
taining tax credit and was told by Recorder 
Peter levins: “You worked in this country 
without permission and applied for benefits 
that you were not entitled to because you 
should not have been here and should not 
have been working.” 

She received a 16-month sentence sus¬ 
pended for two years with a three month 
curfew. She was also ordered to pay a nomi¬ 
nal £1,000 in compensation.

A WOMAN had a lucky escape after 
a car ploughed into the bus stop she 
was sitting at moments after she had 
stepped away. 

Lorraine Alberts, aged 64, had got 
up from the bus stop near the corner of 
Brettell Lane and Collis Street to head 
back into The Starving Rascal pub in 
Amblecote after smoking a cigarette. 
Seconds later, a black VW Golf struck 
the shelter sending shattered glass fly¬ 
ing and destroying the frame. 

Incredible footage has been released 
showing the car careering into the shel¬ 
ter. 


Her son, Matt Alberts, said: “We had 
been out enjoying a meal at the pub but 
I went home about 3.15pm. Then I had 
a phone call from my mom just after 
4.30pm saying she had nearly been run 
over because this car had just ploughed 
into the bus shelter. I rushed down there 
and she was as white as a sheet and in 
complete shock. She had been sitting 
there smoking a cigarette at that time 
when she got up to chuck half of it away. 
She had just literally avoided being hit 
by seconds.” 

Police said the driver had fled the 
scene and no arrests had yet been made. 


Mr Alberts continued: “A police of¬ 
ficer commented on how lucky she was 
and said that she should buy a lottery 
ticket, but her response was that she has 
already won the lottery because she is 
still alive. 

A West Midlands Police spokesman 
said: “Two cars were involved in the in¬ 
cident but one of the cars smashed into 
the bus shelter leaving it significantly 
damaged.”

Our long, hard fight 
for answers not over

“IT was the biggest peace¬ 
time disaster in the coun¬ 
try’s history so it’s about 
time there was an inquiry.” 

These are the words of cam¬ 
paigner Greg Stokes who has 
fought for justice over the con¬ 
taminated blood scandal of the 
1970s and 1980s which has left 
2,400 people dead and many 
more suffering ill health. 

The 62-year-old, who suffers from a 
clotting factor deficiency, contracted 
hepatitis C from blood products he 
was given during treatment in the 
1970s. 

Mr Stokes welcomed the Prime 
Minister Theresa May’s announce¬ 
ment last week that there would be 
a wide-ranging inquiry into the treat¬ 
ment of thousands of haemophiliacs 
and other patients with blood prod¬ 
ucts infected with hepatitis C and 
HIV. 

“It’s been a long hard fight to get 
this inquiry. This wasn’t one event, 
like a fire, this was spread over a 
number of years and the safety of the 
haemophilia community was not con¬ 
sidered. 

Destroyed 

“I hope that we find out why the 
decisions were made to disregard 
our safety. Documents relating to 
this were also destroyed, so we need 
to know who made this decision and 
why,” said Mr Stokes, who lives in 
Milking Bank, Dudley. 

Campaigners have been pressing 
for years for an inquiry into the im¬ 
porting of the clotting agent Factor 
VIII from the US. Much of the plasma 
used to make the product came from 
donors like prison inmates who sold 
their blood, which turned out to be 
infected. Around 4,800 patients are 


thought to have been infected with 
hepatitis C while 1,200 contracted 
HIV, which can cause Aids. The ex¬ 
tent of infection with hepatitis C was 
not discovered until years later. 

It is believed that Mr Stokes con¬ 
tracted the potentially life-threat¬ 
ening virus as early as 1975 but it 
was not diagnosed until 2001. Since 
then he has had two courses of treat¬ 
ment with the latter believed to have 
proven successful. 

But it has left him with severe liver 


damage and at a higher risk of de¬ 
veloping cancer. I’d had it for years 
without knowing. I had treatment 
in 2002 and 2012 at the QE Hospital 
in Birmingham and the second lot is 
believed to have been successful. But 
I will be visiting the liver unit in Bir¬ 
mingham for the rest of my life be¬ 
cause they have to keep monitoring 
me because there is a greater statisti¬ 
cal probability of me developing liver 
cancer because I’ve had hepatitis C. 

“At the moment it’s what they call 


sustained virologic response which 
means the virus is below detection 
levels. You can never say you’ve got 
rid of it completely,” said Mr Stokes, 
who has published a book on his ex¬ 
perience called Last Virion Standing. 

He said patients deserved answers 
and wanted to know why the NHS 
continued to import blood products 
from the US after Lord Owen, who as 
David Owen was health minister at 
the time, called for the UK to make 
its own blood products in 1975. 


Rail freight 
hub parks a 
'cheap bribe’, 
says Tory MR 

KINVER’S MP has labelled proposals 
to create two parks at a planned rail 
freight hub in the Staffordshire coun¬ 
tryside as a ‘cheap bribe’. 

South Staffordshire Conservative MP 
Gavin Williamson, who has a senior 
party role of Chief Whip, said it would 
be an ‘enormous tragedy’ if the 700-acre 
West Midlands Interchange project at 
Four Ashes went ahead. 

The developer, Four Ashes Ltd, has 
launched a second consultation on the 
scheme and say it will create 8,500 jobs 
and £400 million for the local economy. 
It has also promised new parks at Croft 
Lane and off Straight Mile, Calf Heath. 

“The park plan is a cheap bribe that 
no-one will fall for. It is a few crumbs 
off the table which do not counter the 
monstrous, detrimental and damaging 
impact this project will do to our com¬ 
munity,” said Mr Williamson. 

Four Ashes Ltd managing director 
Peter Frost said independent studies 
showed the road network can cope with 
the projected increase in traffic and 
urged residents to think about the eco¬ 
nomic benefit. 

But Mr Williamson said: “There will 
be traffic chaos which will bring misery 
to the residents of South Staffordshire.” 


Old bank fetches 
£i 60 k at auction 

A FORMER Cradley Heath bank sold 
for £50,000 more than its guide price at 
a property auction held at Villa Park. 

The empty freehold HSBC bank cham¬ 
bers in High Street sold at £161,000. 

Information issued about the building 
by auctioneers SDL Bigwood said that 
it was suitable for a continuation of its 
existing use, but could also be converted 
into offices or a restaurant, subject to 
obtaining the planning consents. 

The building has a banking court, till 
area, open-plan office, hall and interview 
office. On the first floor there are four 
rooms and a kitchen. 

Gurpreet Bassi, partner and head of 
auctioneers SDL Bigwood, said: “There 
was a fantastic atmosphere and some 
really intense bidding on several lots 
which saw very good prices achieved.”

A FREE parking scheme launched in 
a Black Country borough has been ex¬ 
tended by council bosses as they look 
to bring in more shoppers to town 
centres.

“Some of our residents and traders 
have suggested that reduced parking 
charges could help to boost trade and 
we have listened to those requests,” 
she added. “Anecdotally, people have 
been very supportive of the parking 
trial with many traders passing on 
positive reports from town centres.”

Man threatened his ex 
with stun gun and knife 


A MAN threatened his former part¬ 
ner with a stun gun and knife , tell¬ 
ing her Tm going to Taser you’. 

Ryan Campbell, aged 24, could not ac¬ 
cept that their relationship had broken 
down when she returned to her parents, 
taking their children with her. 

As a result of his threats and violence he has 
been jailed for more than a year. 

Mr Angus Robertson, prosecuting, told Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court that Campbell’s 
ex-partner described him as ‘jealous and pos¬ 
sessive’. 

The defendant started driving up and down 
Priory Road, Dudley, near the family home and 
sent his ex abusive messages, which included a 
threat to kill her, a threat made on February 
25. 

The following day there was a video message 
from Campbell in which he said: ‘I am coming 
for you - where are you?’ 

Punched 

A short time later he yelled abuse and hurled 
the contents of a soft drink bottle at her as she 
left a shop, continued Mr Robertson. 

She ran towards her parents’ home but he 
followed her by car and then cornered her. 

She was punched by Campbell who then pro¬ 
duced a stun gun, held it just two feet from her 
body and declared: ‘I am going to Taser you’. 

When she said she was going to call the po¬ 
lice, he ran to his car, took a kitchen knife from 
the vehicle and threw it towards her. 

Two days later Campbell tried to drag her 
into his car by her hair and spat at his victim, 
Mr Robertson told the cour. 

Campbell, now of Beecher Road, Halesowen, 
handed himself in to police on March 9. 

The stun gun was found during a search of 
his home. 

Miss Ellen Shaw, defending, said: “He needs 
to work on his temper.” 

Campbell admitted using a firearm with in¬ 
tent, harassment and possession of a bladed 
article. 

He was jailed for 16 months.

Row rages over Black Country flag 


A HUGE row is raging over the Black 
Country flag after comments made by 
Wolverhampton MP Eleanor Smith 
referring to links with the slave trade. 

Tens of thousands of readers leapt 
to the defence of the flag after our sis¬ 
ter paper the Express & Star reported 
that Ms Smith had refused to be pho¬ 
tographed with it because the image 
of chains had racist overtones. 

More than 26,000 people voted in 
the newspaper’s online poll with 95 
per cent of them saying the red, white 
and black flag was not racist. 

The newly-elected Wolverhampton 


South West MP later denied saying 
the flag was ‘racist’ or that it should 
be ‘banned’ claiming her views were 
‘misrepresented’. She said un-named 
‘constituents’ had raised concerns 
about the flag but admitted she also 
felt ‘uneasy’ about it. 

She also claimed she had not posed 
for a flag picture with fellow MPs due 
to ‘parliamentary commitments’. 

The Express & Star is standing by 
comments attributed to Ms Smith 
that she was concerned about the 
flag’s ‘racist connotations’ and it 
should be ‘changed’ for one that ‘rep¬ 


resents us all as a collective rainbow 
of people’. Editor Keith Harrison said 
he had received no complaint from Ms 
Smith about the story and he was con¬ 
fident of its accuracy. 

Ms Smith said: “I talked about some 
concerns raised by my constituents 
about the flag - specifically the image 
of a chain, because of their historical 
use in the Slave Trade. I was uneasy 
about this image becoming the brand 
for the Black Country, on the grounds 
that it associates the Black Country 
with heritage industries, rather than 
modern ones. I did not say the flag 


was racist. Neither did I say it should 
be banned. My views on this matter 
have been misrepresented.” 

Wolverhampton’s left-wing Mo¬ 
mentum group backed Ms Smith and 
said: “The reality that the chains 
made in the Black Country were used 
in the genocide that was the Transat¬ 
lantic slave trade is not something we 
should hide behind talk of the glories 
of industrialisation and engineering. 

“We call for the withdrawal of the 
flag and for a committee represent¬ 
ative of the diversity of the Black 
Country today to be established.”

Machete and 
cosh seized 
by police in 
school shock 

A FOOT-LONG machete and a wood¬ 
en cosh were seized at a Dudley school 
during a police blitz which saw ar¬ 
rests made around the Black Country. 

From suspected armed robbers, 
drug dealers and burglars to people 
breaking curfews - scores of offenders 
were detained during a 24-hour crack¬ 
down, which saw police cells filled up. 

Officers from West Midlands Police 
were up at the crack of dawn on July 
11 knocking on the doors of people 
while force drones were even deployed 
to hunt for perpetrators. 

Officers posted regular updates on 
social media confirming the latest 
arrest using the hashtag #wmpgoin- 
gallout. 

One of the most serious incidents 
was reported in Dudley where a boy 
allegedly had a large machete and a 
wooden cosh at Castle High School. 

Staff at the school called police just 
before 3.30pm last Tuesday as they 
believed a pupil had a weapon on the 
premises. A teenager was arrested on 
suspicion of possession of a prohibited 
weapon and a machete and wooden 
cosh seized. He has been released 
from custody pending further inves¬ 
tigation. 

Headteacher Michelle King added: 
“We called the police and the student 
was removed from the school. We 
have a zero tolerance policy on any¬ 
one bringing in weapons or possessing 
a weapon.”

Taxi driver fears for future after attack 
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Taxi driver Ishfaq Hussain’s injuries 


A TAXI driver has been left fearing 
for his future after he was attacked in 
his cab in Kingswinford. 

Ishfaq Hussain, aged 38, was left 
with serious facial injuries after the 
assault when he was picking up a fare. 

The father-of-four from Brierley 
Hill picked up a woman in Kidder¬ 
minster Road at about 10.30pm on 
Saturday. The woman jumped into 
his taxi but was closely followed by a 
man, who attacked Mr Hussain. 

Shaz Saleem, chairman of the Dud¬ 
ley Private Hire Taxi Association, 
said: “A woman jumped in to his taxi 


and said ‘let’s go, let’s go’. Then as 
he set the car up to move within 10 
seconds a guy came and said ‘where 
do you think you’re going’ then they 
next thing he got punched. He can’t 
remember anything after that.” 

Mr Saleem added: “His vision has 
been affected which is the worrying 
thing at the moment, especially as it’s 
one of the most important things for 
his work. 

“He’s been told he can’t drive for 
the immediate future and there’s no 
timescale on it, so that’s a big con¬ 
cern.” 


Mr Hussain was taken to Russells 
Hall Hospital and was discharged the 
next day. 

A West Midlands Police spokesman 
said: “Police were alerted at around 
10.30pm on July 8 to an assault on 
a taxi driver in Kidderminster Road, 
Kingswinford. 

“It’s understood a woman was try¬ 
ing to leave the scene of a domestic 
argument and when her partner tried 
to pull her from the taxi a fight broke 
out between the man and the driver. 
Inquiries are under way to trace the 
offender.” 


Elderly day centre is set 
to close after 24 years 


A POPULAR day centre which sup¬ 
ports dozens of local elderly people 
will close this summer after more 
than 20 years. 

Age Concern Stourbridge and Halesow¬ 
en is set to close its day care centre based 
at the Mary Stevens Resource Centre in 
Oldswinford after losing vital funding 
earlier this year. Bosses say the decision 
will see seven members of staff facing re¬ 
dundancy. 

However, existing clients who attend the fa¬ 
cility, which has been going for 24 years, will 
be offered the chance to enjoy day care at the 
charity’s Green Lane centre in Blackheath. 

Chief officer Dionne Legge explained: “The 
loss of funding has really effected us as we lost 
our grant at the beginning of the year which 
was a blow. 

“This has been an incredibly sad and hard 
decision to make but we do have another day 
centre which is based in Green Lane, where 
clients will be able to phone Ring and Ride in 
order to get there. 

“We have around 25 clients a day, some use 
it five days a week or just once a week.” 

The charity was hit badly by the loss of its 
annual authority grant, which took effect from 
April 1 this year. 

Pay 

In previous years the charity had also been 
allowed to use the centre free of charge but 
Dudley Council announced earlier this year 
that groups and organisations using the build¬ 
ing would have to pay. 

Dionne added: “It has been tough all round 
for us and ultimately it will probably cost the 
council more in the long-run than us losing the 
cash grant. 

“But we want to reiterate to our clients that 
they will not be left alone from this and we will 
continue to do our best for them. Over the past 
few years there are so many charity groups 
who have lost vital funding across the borough. 
It is such a shame.” 

The centre is set to hold their final session 
on September 1.

IT’S great to see that the Wolverhampton 
Fiesta is back in rude health once more, 
attracting thousands of visitors to the 
city’s West Park and evoking memories of 
the huge crowds during the sizzling hot 
summers during the 1970s.

Is it really worth searching for said card 
in your purse, wallet, pocket or bag when 
you have so many of the damn things and 
that queue is stretching halfway across 
the shop? Of course it is, you tell yourself. 

So, is there an answer to all this hassle? 
Maybe, but it will take a fair amount of 
work by the retailers. Like so many ideas, 
it came to me while waiting in a checkout 
queue - thumbprint recognition. 

I’ve lost count of the number of cards 
I’ve had stamped or scanned in super¬ 
markets, pubs and coffee shops, often 
with barely visible ink, or so smudged 
that the next stamp threatens to merge 
into one great blob. 

The technology is already there to en¬ 
able smartphones to be unlocked by a 
unique user, and an increasing number of 
people are willing to go contactless at the 
point of payment. Imagine being able to 
clock up bonus points or take a step to¬ 
wards a free cup of coffee in such a quick 
and efficient way.

Thief jailed after snatching cash 


A THIEF has been locked up 
for more than two years after 
two raids that led to shaken 
shop assistants quitting their 
jobs.

The two shop assistants serving him 
when the money was stolen were both 
so shaken by the experience that they 


handed in their notice, added Miss 
Barker. 

Mr Christopher O’Gorman, defend¬ 
ing, said Taylor, of Grange Road, West 
Bromwich, had ‘turned his back on 
everything that had been good in his 
life’ after losing contact with his chil¬ 
dren following the collapse of his sec¬ 
ond marriage. 

The defendant, who had 21 previ¬ 
ous convictions involving 40 separate 
offences, admitted the two thefts and 
was sent to prison for two years four 
months.

Zoo's new den will be 
perfect spot for leopards

CONSTRUCTION work on a 
£100,000 revamp of the snow 
leopard enclosure at Dudley 
Zoo will begin within weeks 
after planning permission 
was granted. 

Director Derek Grove has been 
given the go-ahead to start the 
improvement project, which was 
one of six unveiled at the start of 
the year. 

The size of the enclosure will be 
doubled to give the animals more 
space and visitors better views of the 
big cats. 

Money for the scheme was gener¬ 
ated through fundraising during 2016 
and it will include an extension to the 
outdoor facilities, as well as new glass 
viewing areas and platforms for the 
snow leopards. 

Enclosure 

Mr Grove welcomed the latest boost 
for the zoo and said he hoped that 
work would start on the leopard enclo¬ 
sure within the next few weeks. 

He said: “Visitors will have views of 
the enclosure from a higher level. If a 
snow leopard is asleep four metres up 
on a shelf, it can be very difficult for 
people to see them. 

“We want to make sure that visitors 
can have good views of the leopards 
even when they are up high and the 

leopards can still benefit from being 
up high which is where they like to be. 

“It’s about trying to get the balance 
right for both the animals and the 
visitors. The leopards will have more 
room to move around the enclosure 
and we will be able to make it more 
complex for them,” he added. 

It comes as work continues on build¬ 
ing a new barn in the farmyard to 


provide youngsters with more oppor¬ 
tunities to get closer to the animals. 

It will also allow the zoo to expand 
its education sessions, with the space 
for a teaching area and bosses will be 
adding a conservation corner which 
aims to highlight all animal projects 
and awareness weeks. 

Work on another of this year’s im¬ 
provement projects has already been 


completed. Staff have demolished the 
former Geoffroy’s cat enclosure to 
make way for a bigger internal den 
for the Carpathian lynx at a cost of 
£25,000, which includes climbing 
frames and a new viewing area. 

Meanwhile the zoo has launched an 
£800,000 fundraising campaign for an 
outdoor enclosure for the critically en¬ 
dangered Bornean orangutans.

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Housing on way in 
‘garden city’ move 

HUNDREDS of homes will be built and improvements 
made to road and rail infrastructure as part of multi-mil¬ 
lion pound plan to create a ‘garden city’ in the Black Coun¬ 
try 

Canalside developments and transformation of former 
industrial sites form ambitious proposals for a huge regen¬ 
eration of the Dudley Port area. 

Dudley Port train station would receive significant in¬ 
vestment to become a transport interchange, combining 
train, metro and rail services. Bus lanes and cycle lanes 
would also be added to main roads under the plans. 

A blueprint for the future of the area has been revealed 
by Sandwell Council, which includes sites for more than 
600 homes, including a canalside residential development 
at Lower City Road. 

Transport chiefs are also keen to bring in bus lanes along 
the A461 Dudley Port and cycle lanes on both Dudley Port 
and Birmingham Road. Canal towpaths would also be im¬ 
proved. 

The area was earmarked last year for possible garden 
city development in a bid to meet the huge demand for 
housing in the Black Country.

Woman stole £ 600 k 
from own parents' firm 


A WOMAN has been jailed for 
almost three years for steal¬ 
ing more than £600,000 from 
her family’s engineering firm 
to help her husband start his 
own business. 

Aimee Purchase, 36, was jailed 
for 32 months for defrauding 
Stourbridge-based MI Engineer¬ 
ing Ltd, owned by her parents Ian 
and Yvonne Skidmore. 

Shrewsbury Crown Court heard that 
Purchase, who had access to the funds 
at the family firm where she helped 
out, carried out the crime after being 
put under pressure by her husband 
Rikki Purchase to steal the money so 
that he could set up on his own. 

Prosecuting barrister, Charles 
Hamer, said: “Aimee Purchase pleaded 
guilty on April 4, 2016 to committing 
fraud and the loss to the company to¬ 
talled £667,175.71. 

“The plea was under the Fraud Act 
but not all of it would have been re¬ 
lated to her criminality. Her figure 
came down to about £570,000. 

“Ultimately Rikki Purchase pleaded 
guilty and the total cash converted by 
him was £191,620.98.” 

Blame 

Mr Hamer said the couple, from 
Much Wenlock, near Bridgnorth, were 
arrested in July 2015 when the of¬ 
fences came to light. 

He told the court that Rikki Pur¬ 
chase initially gave a not guilty plea to 
the offence and the case was listed for 
trial. He then changed his plea which 
resulted to the pair, of Hunters Gate, 
being sentenced together in relation to 
the case. 

Aimee Purchase admitted fraud and 
Rikki Purchase admitted the conver¬ 
sion of criminal property which he

knew was the proceeds of criminal 
conduct between March 2013 and Au¬ 
gust 2014. 

Judge Jim Tindal said he had re¬ 
ceived a letter from Mrs Skidmore who 
believed her daughter had been put up 
to the crime. 

He said: “It is perfectly obvious to 
me that Aimee Purchase used her posi¬ 
tion to siphon the funds under the in¬ 
fluence or pressure from her husband. 

“She was the only one who had ac¬ 
cess to the money.” 

Sentencing Rikki Purchase, 37, 
to two years jail, suspended for two 
years, Judge Tindal told him: “You

take a significant amount of responsi¬ 
bility for what happened and you have 
pleaded guilty to quite a different of¬ 
fence than your wife.” 

“The main reason I’m suspending 
the sentence is due to the welfare of 
the children. 

“You must also carry out 250 hours 
of unpaid work in the community and 
attend rehabilitation 15 activity days 
with probation.” 

He added that Aimee Purchase must 
serve up to 16 months of the term be¬ 
fore being released on curfew.

The production did owe something to Baz 
Luhrmann’s 1996 movie version and the 
fight scenes were a bit hokey.

Shakespeare and wants to communicate 
that to audiences. It did a good job.

Revealed: images of 
one man's Boer war 


THEY are haunting images of 
the Boer War, all found in a 
fascinating time capsule put 
together by a former service¬ 
man from the West Midlands. 

The pictures, which have never 
been seen by the public before and 
include photographs of bodies on 
the battlefield, were discovered in 
a time capsule created by Robert 
Oliver. 

They also show the funeral of a 
British serviceman together with the 
aftermath of the destruction caused 
by battle. 

Mr Oliver fought in the conflict, 
which started in 1899 and ended in 
1902, and was awarded the Queen’s 
medal for South Africa after fight¬ 
ing in Cape Colony, the Orange Free 
State, the Transvaal and South Africa 
in 1901 and 1902. 

After leaving the army he moved 
to Staffordshire, where he joined the 
county’s police force. 

His capsule of memorabilia, which

was discovered in a house in Derby, 
also includes medals, hats and gloves 
will now be sold by auctioneer Charles 
Hanson 

Mr Oliver’s collection forms part of 
a Militaria sale, which will be held on 
July 25 and could fetch up to £1,000. 

Mr Hanson said: “The collection is 
quite remarkable since it contains two 
pairs of original kid gloves, spurs, an 
ammunition bandolier, caps and hats, 
Queens and Kings South African med¬ 
als. 

“It also contains a glazed portrait 
of Robert Oliver, a photo album of un¬ 
published personal photos of the war, 
a powder flask, cap badges, an original 
South African feathered headdress, a 
cartridge belt and other items. 

“It really is quite an archive. We 
know from the family that Robert Ol¬ 
iver was quite a rogue in his youth. At 
the age of 16, he ran away, ending up 


on a ship to Canada where he found 
work as a lumberjack. He later joined 
Staffordshire Police and our client’s 
memory of him was that he was funny 
but firm and strict. Later in life he 
became a landlord, owning the Devon¬ 
shire pub in Hartington. 

“The photographs, never seen pub¬ 
licly before, comprise amazing images 
of a war which took a horrific number 
of lives. 

“They include pictures of a Boer 
War dog, an observation balloon at La¬ 
dysmith and General Buller. There are 
also images of Boers and their homes, 
together with graphic images record¬ 
ing the harsh reality, and true horror, 
of war - something the Victorian press 
did not portray at the time, as the 
British Empire was deemed undefeat- 
able. Britain went into the Boer War 
over-confident and under-prepared. 
The Boers were well armed and these 
guerrilla fighters carried out surprise 
attacks on the British, as, without 
uniforms, they blended easily into the 
farmlands which also provided hiding 
places for supplies and horses.”

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“More 
to die if 
admitted at 
weekends 

DEATH rates were higher for patients go¬ 
ing to Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital at 
weekends last year. 

Figures showed patients were more 
likely to die if they were admitted on Sat¬ 
urdays and Sundays rather than on week¬ 
days during nine months of 2016. 

Hospital bosses explained the findings 
were due to more ‘acutely unwell’ patients 
being admitted at weekends. 

The hospital standardised mortality 
ratio (HSMR), which tracks death rates, 
gives a score of 100 for the NHS average. 
At Russells Hall it reached as high as 128.9 
at weekends in September 2016, compared 
to a weekday score for the same month of 
92.3. In July 2016 the weekend score was 
125.8 against a weekday rate of 94.6. 

There were only three months during 
the year when the weekend mortality 
score was lower. 

Better 

Diane Wake, chief executive of the Dud¬ 
ley Group NHS Trust, which runs Russells 
Hall, said the HMSR ‘did not reflect actual 
numbers of deaths’ and was ‘not designed 
or intended to identify this’. 

She said: “The trust’s HSMR is well 
within the expected range and our SHMI 
(summary hospital-level mortality indica¬ 
tor) is, in fact, better than average. 

“We recognise that HSMR is well known 
nationally for appearing to show a differ¬ 
ence between weekday and weekend ad¬ 
missions. There are a number of possible 
explanations for why this is the case, in¬ 
cluding the larger proportion of acutely 
unwell patients admitted at weekends, the 
methodology of how the data is calculated 
and the difference in provision of primary 
care services during the weekend.”

Boss calls for 'common sense' 
over school holiday fines 


A MEETING was being held last night 
(Wednesday) to decide if a major real ales 
event in Dudley will go ahead this year. 

No decision had yet been made on 
whether to stage the 2017 Dudley Winter 
Ales Fayre, organised by the Dudley and 
South Staffordshire branch of the Cam¬ 
paign for Real Ale. 

It was holding a ‘viability meeting’ in the 
Park Inn, Woodsetton, to find out if enough 
people were willing to get involved in organ¬ 
ising and running it. 

The problem arose after several 
long-standing volunteers stepped down last 
year and the fayre was only saved after an 
11th hour plea for help running the event. 


LET’S be sensible over school hol¬ 
iday fines - that’s the message of 
Dudley children’s services boss as 
penalties are set to begin again. 

Councillor Anne Millward said there should 
be a rethink on the policy of fining parents who 
take pupils out of school on holidays during term 
time. Councillor Millward, also a school gover¬ 
nor, said there needed to be a ‘sensible solution’. 


Dudley Council will re-instate the fining sys¬ 
tem from the start of the next school year after 
it was halted following a high-profile legal chal¬ 
lenge from a father on the Isle of Wight. 

The authority said the move was ‘overwhelm¬ 
ingly supported’ by headteachers. 

It means parents who take their children out 
of school during term time will be fined £60. If 
that is not paid within 21 days, it will rise to 
£120. But the move has proven unpopular with 


many parents feeling it is unfair to be hit in the 
pocket for taking their child out of school, es¬ 
pecially as holidays are more expensive outside 
term time. 

Councillor Millward, cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren’s services, said she sympathised with par¬ 
ents who only wanted to take their children out 
for a few days, and ‘common sense should pre¬ 
vail’. She believes it should be for headteachers 
to decide each case on its merits. 


Public urged to 
maintain graves 
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A CEMETERY has become a ‘no-go’ area 
for families because it is so overgrown. 

Councillors have said the state of the 
graveyard at St Peter’s Church in Upper 
Gornal is ‘disrespectful’, after receiving 
complaints from residents. 

It comes as Dudley Council announced 
earlier this month that grass at 20 closed 
churchyards in the borough, many of 
which are home to military graves, will 
be cut just twice a year instead of seven 
times. 

Council bosses have said the move is 
necessary to save around £15,000 a year, 
but families were welcome to look at set 
up their own maintenance groups. 


Crews battle tyre blaze at yard

PILES of tyres were destroyed during a 
blaze after a suspected arson attack at a 
Black Country yard. 

The fire is believed to have been started 
deliberately, destroying around 100 tyres 
along Bobs Coppice Walk, Quarry Bank. 

It saw two crews from Brierley Hill fire 
station attend and use hose reels to put out 
the flames. 

Smoke could be seen billowing out from 
the site last Tuesday night (July 11). 

Concerned 

The fire service received dozens of calls 
from concerned members of the public 
about the fire. 

A spokesman for West Midlands Fire 
Service said: “We received a 999 call from 
a member of the public alerting us to the 
fire along Bobs Coppice Walk, Quarry Bank.

‘We sent two crews from Brierley Hill, 
comprising of one fire engine and one 
bridge response vehicle. 

“A total of eight fire fighters attended the 
fire which involved approximately 100 fly- 
tipped vehicle tyres in an area of about five 
by 10 metres,” the spokesman added. 

“We used one hose reel and one main 
water jet to put out the fire along with drag 
rakes to turn over the tyres and check there 
were no hot spots. 

“We believe the fire was started deliber¬ 
ately.” 

No one was hurt in the incident and the 
ambulance service were not called to at¬ 
tend. 

Anyone with information about the inci¬ 
dent is asked to call the police on 101. 


Last direct flights 
to America pulled 

UNITED Airlines is pulling out of Birmingham in a move 
that will sever the city’s last direct air route to the USA. 

United says the service between Birmingham and New 
York’s Newark airport will be discontinued from October 5. 

The airline has run the route for more than 20 years, 
carrying more than two million passengers, but is axing the 
route because of its ‘poor financial performance’. 

It is a major blow for Birmingham Airport and its growth 
plans, coming after rival US carrier American Airlines 
pulled its direct flights to New York JFK in January after 
operating it for just eight months in. 

It means travellers from the West Midlands now face 
having to travel to Manchester or Heathrow for direct 
flights. Birmingham Airport said it was ‘disappointed’ at 
the decision. A spokesperson added: “We expect to be mak¬ 
ing an announcement shortly regarding another airline 
serving North America non-stop from Birmingham.

Robin is still rockin’ - 25 years on 


IT all started as just a pipe dream 
in his parents’ front room back in 
Quarry Bank 

Now, a quarter of a century later Mike 
Hamblett’s The Robin 2 is at the heart of the 
live music scene in the Black Country and cel¬ 
ebrating its 25th anniversary year. 

Since forming in 1992 the venue - origi¬ 
nally called The Robin R ‘n’ B Club in Quarry 
Bank before moving to Bilston and changing 
its name to The Robin 2 - has welcomed a 
huge array of stars. They have included the 


late, great Ben E King, to Blues Brothers icon 
Steve Cropper, The Animals, Glenn Hughes, 
Billy Ocean, Peter Green and 10CC, to name 
but a few. At both of its grand openings The 
Robin has been officially opened by Slade’s 
Noddy Holder. He was also joined by Roy 
Wood for the opening of the Robin 2 in 1998. 

Not only has the club played host to top 
acts, but it has also paved the way for budding 
acts to get started. At the tender age of 13, 
Black Country blues sensation Joanne Shaw 
Taylor played her first-ever show at The Robin 
and has gone on to great things. 


Mr Hamblett, who had formerly worked at 
GKN Sankey Vending in Bilston, said: “I was 
37 years old when I opened The Robin R’n’B 
Club as I called it, at The Robin Hood Inn, in 
Pedmore Road, Quarry Bank, on April 9,1992. 

“I wanted to forge a business for myself in 
the music ‘biz’ - I figured there must be more 
to life than designing vending machines. I 
started the business from my mom and dad’s 
front room in Victoria Road, Quarry Bank, 
just up the road from The Robin Hood, later 
to become my first venue. 

“I started an independent record label by 


day and did PA hire for bands at night. The 
record label soon ate up all the money I had 
saved while at GKN, so it was off to the bank 
for a loan and, after a year or two, I managed 
to make a living - just.” 

In 1992, a school friend of Mike’s took on 
the lease for The Robin Hood pub from former 
leaseholder Ray Hingley, who had made the 
venue famous after Chris Tarrant’s OTT was 
filmed in the bar. 

The venue had also become well-known lo¬ 
cally for The Black Country Night Out at The 
Citizens Theatre, based at the back of the pub. 


“Even though it was local I had never been 
in The Robin Hood, so I went down to see how 
John was doing,” added Mike, now aged 63. 

“He showed me around and took me into 
The Citizens Theatre which, by now, was 
hardly used and I said ‘this would make a 
great venue’. I had a spare PA system avail¬ 
able so, after much deliberation, I started 
bringing bands in to help John bring in some 
trade. And so, The Robin was born.” 

The second act to play were Soul Survivors, 
who returned as part of the anniversary cel¬ 
ebrations.

They are working on cataloguing, 
photographing and valuing the thou¬ 
sands of items and they will be ready 
to go under the hammer in September. 


Items up for grabs include a rare toy 
harpoon gun in original packaging. It 
is expected to fetch between £800 and 
£1,200. A Bond Scalextric set has an 
estimate of £1,000 to £1,500. 

Mr Aston said: “It is such a large 
collection comprising of items worth 
anything from around £10 to into the 
thousands.” 

The film memorabilia will be sold at 
Aston’s Auction House on September 
19 and the toys on September 21. 


A FAMILY has complained about the psychiatric treatment 
given to a woman who took her own life in Cradley Heath by 
setting herself on fire. 

Sauqa Bi, aged 31, died on March 4 this year. At an inquest held at 
Jack Judge House, Oldbury, the court heard Miss Bi, who had a degree 
in economics and a masters, had left her employment as a marketing 
manager in late 2015. 

Since then, she had undergone a se¬ 
ries of mental health episodes and was 
in and out of Hallam Street Hospital, 

West Bromwich. She was diagnosed 
with adjustment disorder - a condition 
where a significant life event triggers 
anxiety and depression - in 2016. 

A questionnaire filled out by a psy¬ 
chologist prior to her final discharge 
from hospital on January 4, 2017, 
suggested she may have had traits of 
borderline personality disorder along 
with traits of bipolar and schizotypal 
tendencies. She had previously over¬ 
dosed on at least two occasions, had 
researched euthanasia on the internet 
and often talked about killing herself. 

Brother Mohammed Usman said: 

“I don’t understand why having that 
questionnaire completed to show she 
had all these traits that more was not 
done to investigate her condition.” 

Dr Syed Ahmed gave evidence at the 
inquest as the consultant who treated 
Miss Bi. He said: “From the multiple 
observations from myself, ward staff 
and nurses, Sauqa was bright and 
stable in hospital. From the presenta¬ 
tions that myself and other ward staff 
observed, there was no evidence of 
mental illness.” 

Black Country coroner Zafar Sid- 
dique gave a conclusion of suicide. 

Representatives of the Hospital 
Trust are now to meet with the family 
to discuss the 10-page complaint they 
submitted following Miss Bi’s death.

HI sing for Rene 
with Power of Love 


W hen Celine Dion 
takes to the stage 
at Birmingham’s 
Barclaycard Arena 
on Thursday - before 
returning to the venue 
on August 3 - she’ll be watched over 
by the love of her life. 

Celine’s late husband, Rene Angelil, died last year. 

But he remains with her every minute of the day as she 
continues to grieve. The duo were inseparable and he 
remains permanently in her thoughts. 

“I think I will probably grieve for the rest of my life. 

“Rene has prepared me for all my life since I’m 12. 

I have never met another man in my life, never kissed 
another man in my life. 

“I miss him a lot. I miss him a lot — for my partner, for 
the man I was embracing, kissing, making love with. My 
worries, my dreams ...” 

Celine says the couple made the best of their last 
weeks and months together. “No one chooses to be sick. 

“Life imposes for you to be sick and you have the 
option to be strong or not be strong. 

“But to be surrounded by the right people helps a lot 
because, if you know you will die, make the best of it. 

“I proved to Rene that he was there for me and I’m 
going to be there for him - and I’m still there for him.” 

She still speaks to him and asks for advice. And, having 
sold 250 million records, she still hears his voice. 

“He did suffer for three years. A lot. 

“I took a year off and I said, ‘My living well is to be with 
you, it’s not my career. You are my career, you are my life’. 

“That’s what a wife does, that’s what a mother does, 
that’s what a performer does. I took care of him the best 
way I could.

“We talked a lot and I took notes every day. I had my 
Post-its and my crayons and my book, and everything he 
wanted or questioned, or he thought of, I wrote it down. 

“I reassured him it was going to be done his way — he 
chose the songs at his funeral, the way he wanted it, 
everything to a T. And I respected that. 

“I’m extremely proud of my children. Proud of what my 
husband has prepared me for without knowing. Today I 
can tell you I am very strong. At one point I showed my 
children to stand up. Even though they don’t have a Papa 
anymore, Mama is here. But Papa is in their heart.” 

Her husband’s passing has had a profound effect on 
Celine. It has changed her outlook on life and given her 
a new appetite to live life fully - and to encourage her 
children to do likewise. 

“It is something that I had no choice to take charge of, 
that I am proud of-to prepare my children [for] their 
dad’s passing. And that was a lesson for me, that 
you never know when things like this strike and you 
need to take charge. It was a lesson for me, but 
they’re doing great.” 

“It’s best to never wait for tomorrow to do 
what can be done today.” 

She’s a remarkable figure who has sold 250 
million records - the second most successful 
female artist to Madonna. 

At the age of 12, Celine recorded a demo 
tape of a song she had written with her 
mother. They sent the tape to the manager 
and producer Rene Angelil, who handled 
the career of popular French singer Ginette 
Reno. After hearing the tape and inviting 
Celine to perform for him in person, Rene 
signed her immediately under the 


condition that he would have complete control over her 
career. He mortgaged his own home to finance her debut 
album, La Voix du bon Dieu (The Voice of God). 

By the age of 18, Celine had recorded nine French 
albums and won numerous Felix and Juno awards (the 
Canadian equivalent of a Grammy Award). In 1988, 
she won the Eurovision Song Contest representing 
Switzerland in Dublin, Ireland, and her performance was 
broadcast live in countries throughout Europe, the Middle 
East, Australia and Japan. After this taste of international 
acclaim, she began looking to the south, and American 
stardom. 

Her real breakthrough into pop music stardom came 
in 1992, when she recorded the theme to Disney’s hit 

animated feature Beauty and the Beast, a 
duet with Peabo Bryson. The song, 
Beauty and the Beast, made it to 
number nine on the Billboard Hot 
100 and won both a Grammy and 
an Academy Award. 

It was featured on her second 
English album,

Celine Dion, which became her first gold record in the 
United States and sold more than 12 million copies 
internationally. 

The undeniable success of her self-titled effort, also 
including the hit If You Asked Me To, which made it to 
number four on the Billboard Hot 100 and number one on 
the adult contemporary chart, allowed Dion to launch her 
first headlining tour in the US. 

In 1994, Dion happily merged her personal and 
professional life when she married Rene, who was 26 
years her senior. Rene and his second wife had divorced 
in the 1980s, and, around that same time, he and Celine 
had begun a romantic relationship. Engaged in 1991, the 
couple tied the knot at Montreal’s Notre Dame Basilica, in 
an elaborate ceremony that was celebrated throughout 
Canada. 

She also scored a series of international number one 
hits, including The Power of Love, Think Twice, Because 
You Loved Me, It’s All Coming Back to Me Now, and, 
of course, My Heart Will Go On, which featured on the 
soundtrack to one of the biggest grossing films of all time, 
Titanic, starring Leonardo DiCaprio.

Duo are taking an emotional 
trip down memory lane 


hat are your memories of 
Diana, Princess of Wales? 
Many people will always 
remember her as the fairytale royal 
bride arriving at St Paul’s Cathedral 
for her marriage to Prince Charles; 
or the fun-loving princess dancing 
the night away with John Travolta at 
the White House. 

Unfortunately, there were also 
sadder times, as she revealed in a 
TV interview that she had suffered 
depression, eating disorders and 
that “there were three of us in this 
marriage”. 

But for her two sons, HRH The 
Duke of Cambridge and HRH Prince 
Harry, the world’s most 
photographed woman will always 
simply be their mischievous mother, 
whose love of life was infectious - 
perhaps best shown on their 
famous family outing to Thorpe 
Park. 

“She was one of the naughtiest 
parents,” Harry admits. 

This intimate documentary made 
by the producers behind ITV’s Our 
Queen at 90 is being shown to 


commemorate the 20th year since 
Diana’s tragic death. 

It is built around contributions 
from William and Harry, both of 
whom talk openly about their 
mother and pay tribute to the many 
ways she has influenced their lives. 

Back in April, the princes admitted 
that they failed to talk to each other 
enough about the death of their 
mother and that not doing so only 
made matters worse. 

Speaking about the trauma they 
endured as children when Diana 
was killed in a car crash in Paris in 
1997, the princes urged people to 
be more open with their emotions. 

They acknowledged in a video 
with the Duchess of Cambridge, 
released as part of their campaign 
to tackle mental health in Britain, 
that they had bottled up their 
feelings about her death rather than 
sharing them. 

However, judging by this 
documentary, the two princes are 
starting to become more 
comfortable talking about their 
mother. 


Prince Harry says: “This is the first 
time that the two of us have ever 
spoken about her as a mother.” 

In one particularly poignant 
scene, they are shown leafing 
through a treasured photograph 
album put together by Diana and 
recall some of the most joyful and 
touching moments from their 
childhood. 

Studying a photo of his mother 
holding him while pregnant with 
Harry, William says: “Believe it or 
not, you and I are both in this 
photograph, you’re in the tummy!” 

“She was very informal and really 
enjoyed the laughter and the fun. 
But she understood that there was a 
real life outside of the palace walls.” 

As well as William and Harry, there 
are interviews with other key figures 
in Diana’s life, including close 
friends and family. 

The programme also focuses on 
the princess’s contributions to 
public life, and her extensive charity 
and humanitarian work in areas 
including landmines, child 
bereavement and homelessness.

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Green for go at Second City cafe 


I t can often be a real struggle to 
find a place to unwind and relax 
when out and about in a busy city 
centre on a Saturday afternoon. 
Birmingham always has plenty 
going with its abundance of 
shops, restaurants and bars. 


So when you stumble across a lovely little venue that 
helps to remove all the stresses and strains of city life, 
it’s worth pointing out. 

The Green Room cafe is the closest bar and 
restaurant to the Birmingham Hippodrome. Sitting 
practically on the doorstep of the second city’s top 
theatre, in The Arcadian, it prides itself on being the 
perfect place to grab a pre-theatre meal, relax with 
some interval or post-theatre drinks - or, for people like 
us, it caters for those who simply fancy a break and 
something nice to eat. 

It was my brother Tom’s pre-birthday treat so along 
with his fiancee, Claire, and my two-year-old daughter, 
Annabelle, we decided to try somewhere that looked 
welcoming and not overly fancy. There was just 
something very friendly about the atmosphere here. 

We decided to sit outside in the lovely courtyard- 
style area. However, in good old British style, the 
heavens soon opened so we were forced to move 
indoors. The layout is open plan, with tables and chairs 
set out for couples, families and large groups. 

The food is pretty standard fare but as we found out 
it’s also very tasty - and there’s plenty of it. 

As we were all sharing two starters, we decided on 
the marinated olives, homemade hummus and selection 
of breads, and deep-fried squid with a crispy chilli 
coating served with alioli dip. The platter came with 
plenty of warm pittas, and a tomato-based hummus, 



which contained just enough garlic. The dish was 
plenty for us to all share and, when mixed with the tangy 
olives, the combined flavours were a delight. But the 
showstopper for me was the calamari. 

Claire and Tom had just returned from a holiday in 
Portugal - and being lovers of fried squid, both agreed 
this was better than anything they’d eaten aboard. Quite 
a compliment seeing as they’d been staying in a fishing 
village by the sea. Again, there was a decent portion 
and when the hot fish was dunked in the alioli, we 
wished there was more. After Annabelle’s homemade 


macaroni cheese (with an extra sausage) had been 
agreed on, we ordered our own mains. I opted for the 
‘quiche of the day’, which turned out to be broccoli 
and stilton and served with a salad and rustic chips 
- chunky, soft on the inside and crispy out, they were 
delicious, and went really well with the light and fluffy 
quiche, which also had a delightfully crumbly base. 

My brother fancied the falafel burger from the specials 
board and Claire the homemade vegetarian burger, 
which came with lettuce, beef tomato and relish - as 
well as chips, of course. Both said their burgers were 


very tasty but particularly praised the relish with its 
tangy taste. Tom thought there was perhaps too much 
mint in his burger but the plates were empty at the end - 
even Annabelle enjoyed trying some of it. 

As for her children’s dish, it was a very large portion 
for her, so we all dug in. The mac and cheese was 
simple, but very nice. It also came with a soft drink. 

There were plenty of classic desserts to choose from 
as well as a cream tea for two with tea or filter coffee. 
Next time you are in the second city, why not go Green?

VAUXHALL INSIGNIA SPORTS TOURER, FROM £18,685

When it comes to clinching the deal 
Vauxhall customers wants to see 
something for their money - and right there 
in the showroom works best. 

So you’ll quite likely be popped into the 
driver’s seat of a new Insignia Sports Tourer 
and be asked to look straight ahead where, if 
the car has been specced right, you’ll feel like 
a fighter pilot. 

For a £290 option brings a head up display 
that pops speed and sat nav directions 
directly on to the windscreen, in your sightline 
and saving a distracting glance downward. 
Audi charges £900 for the same thing, by the 
way. 

Wander round the rear of this new load 
lugger from Luton and you may find a biggish 
cardboard box in the boot, its 135 litres 
capacity being the precise increase in cargo 
capacity over the old Sport Tourer. 

It’s the sort of obvious, practical 
demonstration of a car’s capabilities that, 
we’re told by the men who know at Vauxhall, 
that makes people happy to sign on the 
dotted line. 

Very sensible too; you may admire the looks 
of the new largest estate in the Vauxhall range 
- even spot its modest growth over the one 
before - but life with a car that will have to earn 
its living quickly boils down to practicalities. 

The outgoing model wasn’t quite practical 
enough, apparently. Too tight for legroom in 
the back, for starters. The new one stretches 
the distance between front and rear wheels to 
the benefit of rear seat passengers. 

They now enjoy enough room for two 
six-footers to sit comfortably in tandem. Not 
quite the limo-like stretch of a Skoda Superb, 


though, which is actually shorter than the 
new Insignia but in a class of its own in space 
terms. 

The Skoda has the Vauxhall licked on boot 
room too and so does the VW Passat estate 
but a perhaps more direct competitor, Ford’s 
Mondeo, is smaller in the luggage bay than 
the Insignia with back seat up or down. 

Whatever the figures show you won’t declare 
the new Vauxhall lacking in stowage space, 
and worth the £1,500 lift over the Grand Sport 
hatchback sibling. 

Swallow 

The great majority will be heading for life as 
a company car and there’s surely ample room 
for all the paraphernalia that goes with it. 

And at weekends when the family piles on 
board, the Sports Tourer will swallow all the 
football kit for the Second XI and still have 
space for pizzas on the way home. 

Prices start at £18,685 for a Design version 
with a new 1.5 litre 140 horsepower petrol 
engine. 

Not many will go for the entry level trim but 
Vauxhall thinks the current swing against 
diesel (warranted or not) might make this 
petrol model surprisingly popular. 

For another £795 you move up to a Design 
Nav spec, perhaps essential for anyone who 
needs to know precisely how far away the 
next business meeting is and when they’re 
going to get there. 

You can have a car without sat nav in the 
next grade up - SRi - but you wonder how 
many will, with prices from £21,580 for a map 
enabled (petrol) version. 

An SRi 1.6 litre 136 horsepower diesel 
(£23,240) tried over a mixed route on the 


press launch showed 54mpg at the end in 
comparison to the 40mpg of the petrol car, 
which felt less lively too. Both rode well and 
felt a mostly classy place to while away hours 
on the road. There are plenty of cubbies and 
stowage places and a crisp, business-like 
feel to the way dials are drawn and switches 
placed. 

As befits a car that must appeal to a 
multitude of company pecking orders, there 


are plenty of engines to choose from, starting 
with two versions of the new 1.5 petrol (140 
and 165PS) and five diesels in either 1.6 or 2.0 
litres capacity and power outputs from 110 to 
170PS. 

A 2.0 litre petrol with 260 horsepower, 
automatic gears and all-wheel drive is 
waiting in the wings but its 199g/km and 
eye-watering £1,200 first year’s road tax are 
likely to keep it a rare sight. The 112g/km and 


£160 tax of the cleanest diesel will be a bigger 
pull in a market where practicalities still count. 

Standard spec, or the options list, will 
provide Apple CarPlay and Android Auto 
phone integration, heated seats for outer rear 
passengers, powerful LED lights and even 
the ability to book a hotel by speaking to a 
real human as you drive along, via Vauxhall’s 
OnStar service. 

And your sat nav will take you straight there,

New look imminent to give 
Ford EcoSport a fresh look 



UK-bound EcoSports will be made in Europe for the first time 


The Ford EcoSport is to receive its 
most comprehensive facelift yet, 
giving the compact crossover with 
a fresh new look, improved quality 
and the option of four-wheel drive. 

UK-bound EcoSports will also be 
made in Europe for the first time, with 
production moving from a plant in 
Chennai, India to Craiova in Romania 
in a bid to cut customer lead times 
and improve build quality.

It’s likely that the look of the updated

It’s hoped that the changes will 
address some of the shortcomings 
of the outgoing car, launched in 2014 
and quickly facelifted earlier this year 
to not entirely universal acclaim. 

Additionally, the changes will help 
distance EcoSport from the soon-to- 
be-launched Fiesta Active crossover 
- a standard Fiesta with raised ride 
height and additional plastic body 
cladding, if no increased off-roading 
ability. 

“We think the customers are 
quite different,” Ford of Europe 


lead engineer for Fiesta Seamus 
McDermott explained. 

“So in the EcoSport, you’ve got the 
option of the all-wheel-drive coming 
out later as well, but the Active is 


a different flavour of Fiesta. The 
EcoSport is more of an SUV, while the 
Active is more of a crossover, if you 
like. We’re just giving the customers 
more choice.”

A former version of the club was based at Molineux 
in 1914, where a track was located around the pitch. 

A decade later, Wolverhampton Athletics Club was 
formed in 1924. Then it merged with Penn Harriers 
in 1943 to form Wolverhampton Harriers before mov¬ 
ing to its current home in Aldersley in 1956. 

It came to operate under its current name after Bil¬ 
ston was incorporated into Wolverhampton in 1967 in 
a reorganisation by local government. 

This led Wolverhampton Harriers and Bilston 
Town Athletic Club merging to form Wolverhampton 
and Bilston Club. 

It was once Great Britain’s leading athletics club, 
winning the men’s National League Division One 
from 1972 to 1982, and Men’s National Cup final in 
1976, 1977, 1979 and 1980. 

It also represented Britain in the European Clubs 
Cup from 1976 to 1983. 

The club has a number of upcoming talented ath¬ 
letes who bosses feel could have a successful future. 

Hammer-throwing coach Stephen Pearson believes 
two of those are Phoebe Baggot, 15, and Molly Walsh 
17. Phoebe has previously been a record-breaker dur¬ 
ing a national tournament involving schools from 
across the country. At the recent English Schools 
track & field championships in Birmingham, she 
reached the final and came third with a throw of 
56.32m, ahead of club-mate Molly who was fourth 
with a distance of 53.15m 


Pearson described them both as having the poten¬ 
tial to go onto achieving bright things. 

Pearson’s son, Benjamin, 23, who has trained at 
the club, went to the last Commonwealth Games but 
could not compete due to injury and is still recovering. 

Talented teenage sprinter Ellis Greatrex is another 
one to watch having represented GB at the European 
Youth Championships. He was also successful in the 
recent Birmimgham contest, winning the 400m in 
47.82 secs 

Pearson, who has competed at international level 
and represented Great Britain, said he was looking 
forward to meeting some of the club’s members with 
whom he used to train. 

“I am interested to meet some of the old people I 
used to train with,” he said. 

“I don’t think many people realise now how good 
we were.” 

The day itself will see members meet at Aldersley 
Stadium before heading off to WV1 bar for the meal. 

And a number of W&B athletes will gather at the 
race track to run a mile in memory of the late com¬

You 
always stand and conduct records at home and you think you can do it, 
but it's different when it's the real thing. I've got that pressure to look 
forward to!"
